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Mhiiilet’s "LaBiblbpe t/Humanitr.” — T he 
Paris gossip of the Boston Post says the great 
■event, in spite of the Emperor's sally to Nice 
and retreat to St. Clond, has been the appear- 
ance of Michelst’s book, “La Bible dc l’Human- 
ite,” which has already spread its parti-colored 
wings, and flown from one end of France to the 
other. AU men must die; that is a truism which 
we repeat for ever; but Michelet is the living, 
loving proof that all men do not grow old, even 
when the snow of well nigh seventy winters has 
been heaped upon their heads; for in this latest 
work of his do we find all the freshness of his 
early productions, not matured exactly, bnt con- 
« centrated and consolidated with the same suc- 
cess as a good houtewife preserves her early 
fruits and green peas with the bloom upon the 
one and the green tint npon the other, which 
cheat tlie beholder, aye, and the tastes likewise 
into tlie belief that be is enjoying tire freshly 
culled produce of the garden, even amid the 
frosts and nipping blasts of December. Set- 
ting aside the destructive doctrines put forth by 
Michelet in this "Bible de l’Humanite,” the 
work is full to the very brim of that magical 
charm which the author knows so well how 
to disseminate through his writings — the 
charm of youth, of freehness, of enthusiasm. 
Ilia intense love of humanity, of the domestic 
hearth, of childhood, of woman, of the animal 
creation, enforced with the magnetic power of 
the master hand, is communicated to the reader 
until, long before he has reached the end, he 
becomes as ardent a believer in Michelet’s doc- 
trines of doubt as the most ascetic could ever 
become of the doctrines of faith. But Miche- 
let’s doubt is of the most seductive kind. It is 
covered beneath a heap of the brilliant and 
odoriferous blossoms — some most powerful nar- 
cotic, otliers exciting, but all of them intoxi- 
cating in the highest degree. He comforts the 
doubter by declaring the doubt concerning tiie 
old doctrine taught by his book to lie nothing 
more than faiili in a new and more consoling 
religion— in the perfectibility of human nature. 
“We must face about, and turn our backs at once 
upon the middle age*. When tlie morbid past 
acts not. it brings with it the contagion of death. 
We must neither combat nor crilieise, but 
•imply forget the precepts it has taught ns. For- 
ward, then, forward let u» march toward the 
study of the Eastern languages, wherein fa con- 
tained the real science of the history of human- 
ity. Let us interrogate the antique genius of the 
world in its accordance with the result of mod- 
ern science. It is there that we shall find that 
human sense of which onr civilization has rob- 
bed us. We have recently conquered by the 
light of science thirty centuries of human his- 
tory. These will doubtless be doubled before 
long. Thirty ceaturies rescued from tlie dark- 
ness. bringing witli them their monuments. 
Languages, and religions — forgotton words ris- 
ing in judgment against our own! By the pow- 
erful lens of science has been shown the perfect 
harmony in which she exists with human con- 
science. From India to the' revolution of 'so 
rushes down a torrent of light — the eternal 
stream of human right and human reason. This 
is the real justice of antiquity whence sprang 
the cares of ’89, to which the Middle Ages 
became the alien and the stranger. Justice is 
not the foundling child of yesterday. She Is the 
mistress of the house — tb« heiress of the 
laud who is about to claim possession of 
her inheritance. She Is coeval with tho 
world, for who and what preceded her? 
And truly can she say, “I blossomed fortli with 
the rising sun, by tlie light of the sacred Tcdas. 
In the dawn of Persian history I was found in 
the energy and privity of Hie heroism of labor. 

I licenmc tlie Genius of ancient Greece and 
emancipated mankind by tlie power of one 
mighty word, ‘Themis is Jupiter.’ God is Jus- 
tice! FIcncc did Rome proceed, and lienee the 
Law which, in thv conscience, thou dost follow 
•till. ’’ 8nch Is the aim of this tremendous 
work. It wears a bright yellow cover, and 
costs 3f. 50c. , for nil the world like the memoirs 
of a “ Biche Anglaise.” It contains somewhat 
more than -100 pages, not one of which but is 
burning with the rich eloquence, of this intense 
lover of nature and humanity, and scemsaetually 
to be on fire as tlie eye follows the glaring lines 
A curious case of conscience will therefore be 
presented to the religions world by the success 
of the “Bible dc l'Humanite,' which, being of 
tlie same color size, and price as the “Memnircs 
d’une Biclie Anglaise,” tlie “Vie de Theatre," 
and tlie other filthy and prurient emanations of 
the Paris press which hare occupied the world 
for some time past, has been sold at once, on 
the instant, by thousands — eaughtnp, devoured, 
just like them. Will the religious world be 
pleased or sorry at the result? The question is 
one wliick would puzzle Loyola himself to de- 
termine. It is said that Michelet is over- 
whelmed rather vWlh surprise than delight at 
the wondrous enthusiasm with which his book 
has been greeted by the public. The antique 
philosopher sits eaim and nndisturbed in tlie 
practice of ail the home virtues— the fireside 
love and harmony he Inculcates, and whence 
alone he declares the salvation of tlie hu- 
man race can be expected, and reckons no 
more on public applause or public wor- 
ship, which, in (pis young ambition, he 
was wont to covet. He is descending into the 
vale of years along the pleasant, airy path he 
has hollowed out for himself. For his own 
(fife was the book of “La Femme'' — that Io 
Pecan of woman-kind— written while sitting by 
his own heartb-6tone; for his own domestic god, 
the wingless Cupid who presides over his house- 
hold, was that hymn of love, rhapsodical, and 
hysterical perhaps, but still purer in its homage 
to nature, sung from his old armchair, while his 
children gathered at his feet to listen, una- 
bashed, as the well-known incense to the famil- 
iar idols of the household was poured forth in 
‘L’ Amour.” While others have been seeking 
the secret of happiness, Michelet has found it. 
And generous and open-hearted in this, as in 
every other case, instead of hiding it from view 
lest any particle should be stolen from him, he 
not only exhibits it fearlessly, but dissects it 
piece by piece, displaying th« elements of which 
it is composed; then turns complacently and 
looks around, exclaiming, with tlie scalpel yet 
In hand: “Go thou and do a3 I have done, 

make to thyself an idol of thine own fashioning, 
nor seek to purchase one already made in the 
bazaar of human conventionalities; so shalt 
thou he happy likewise.” 



Trip. White Canoe. — In tho days of old, long 
before the deep solitudes of the VVest were dis- 
turbed by white men. It was the common cus- 
tom of Indians of the forest to assemble at the 
great cataract, and offer a human sacrifice to 
the Spirit of the Falls. The offering consisted 
of a white canoe full of ripe fruits and bloom- 
ing flowers, which was paddled over tlie cliff by 
tlie fairest girl of tlie tribe, who had just arrived 
at tlie age of womanhood. It was counted an 
honor by the tribe to whose lot it fell to make 
the costly sacrifice; and even tho maiden 
deemed it a high compliment to be selected to 
guide the white canoe over the falls. Tlie only 
daughter of a chief of tlie Seneca Indians was 
once chosen as a sacrificial offering to the Spirit 
ol Niagara. Her father was the bravest among 
his warriors, and a lien the lot fell on his fair 
child, no sjmptoms of feeling crossed his coun- 
tenance. 

ggAt length the day arrived; it faded into night 
as tlie savage festivities and rejoicing proceeded, 
then the moon arose and silvered the cloud of 
mist that rose above tlie turmoil of Niagara; 
and the white canoe laden with its precious 
freight glided from the bank and swept into 
the drena rapid from which escape was hopeless 
The young girl calmly stirred tier tinv bark wL 
ward the centre of the stream while frantic 
•houts and veils arose from tlie shores. Sud- 
denly another white canoe shot fortli upon the 
stream, and. under the powerful impulse of the 
Seneca chief, flew like an arrow to destruction. 
It overtook the first, the eyes of the father and 
child met in one last gaze of love, aud ttien 
they plunged together over the thundering 
cataract!

CONSPIRACY TO BURN NEW YORK CITY. 

The news embraced in the subjoined reports 
is the most startling that we have, perhaps, 
been called npon to report. It will be seen that 
a regularly organized attempt to tire the cih 
was last night made, and only by the exercise o 
the greatest energy was rendered wholly abor- 
tive. No less than ten or a dozen of the leading 
hotels and other large buildings were fired be 
tween the hours of 9 and 1*2 o’clock, and by 
these acts an immense amount of life and prop, 
erty was put in jeopardy. Fortunately the fires 
were not simultaneous, and. after the discovery 
of three or four attempts had bean made to 
c&rrv the fearful plot into execution, the de- 
tective police obtained sufficient knowledge of 
the affair to lead to the conclusion that a whole- 
sale conflagration was imminent, and accord- 
ingly extra vigilance was exerted by the. police 
and tire department, and the later fires were ex- 
tinguished almost immediately upon their break- 
ing ont. The story of the atrocious conspiracy 
soon spread about the city, and the greatest 
alarm was felt among the people. The report 
reached the Academy of Music during the third 
act of the new opera, and caused excitement, 
but was hardly credited. At about 11 o’clock 
the alarm seemed general in the lower part of 
the city, and the citizens searched their premises 
carefully. 

There were two theories as to the meaning of 
the plot — for such it undoubtedly was. Oue 
was that the incendiaries were also thieves, 
who hoped to plunder and pillage during the 
excitement that would certainly have fallowed 
the success of their efforts; the ether was that 
a rebel organization had concocted and entered 
upon the execution of the outrage. The dis- 
covery of a woman, from Baltimore, whose 
movements were suspicious (as will be 6een 
from the report of her arrest below), seemed to 
give a clue to the mystery, and favored the 
theory last mentioned. In every case the fires 
were proved to be the work of incendiaries, 
and the similarity of the work in all the in- 
stances left no doubt that oue head controlled 
the business. Had the conspiracy, or whatever 
we may call it, succeeded to the extent evident- 
ly intended, half the city at least might have 
been in ruins this morning. 

Never in the history of the country was there 
so alarming an affair developed in any commu- 
nity, and onr citizens cannot congratulate 
themselves too much on their providential es- 
cape from a scene of horrors actually sickening 
to imngiue. 

THE HOTELS FIRPI) — THE ST. JAMES. 

The first fire waa discovered at eight o’clock 
and fort} -three minutes at the St. James Hotel, 
corner of Broadway and Twenty-sixth street, 
hut resulted in bnt slight damage. It origi- 
nated in one of the bed-rooms, and the strang 
smell of phosphorus that pervaded the apart- 
ment, and the proximity of matches to the bed- 
clothes, disclosed the fact that the fire was the 
work of an incendiary. The guests were con- 
siderably alarmed, and something like a panic 
was imminent at first, but, as soon as the real 
extent of the damage was ascertained, order 
was restored and tlie usuarquiet resumed. 

It is stated by the proprietors that a man, 
n gi>tering his mime as John 8chool, Md., took 
it room at this house about 5 o’clo-.k, and that 
the smoke was discovered issuing from his room 
by the occupant next door. Upon the door be- 
ing broken open, the room was found empty, 
the occupant having gone, leaving a black 
satchel with a bottle of phosphorus behind. 

THE ST. NICHOLAS. 

At five minutes to niue the St. Nicholas Hotel 
was discovcMfd on fire in rooms 138, 131 ), and 
110. situated in the middle building of the three, 
on the upper floor. About the same time lire 
broke out in bedroom 174. in the front 
building of tlie hotel. In both places the strong 
.‘•mell of phosphorus, and an abundance of 
matches in the bed clothes, signified the fire to 
have been the work of an incendiary. The 
rooms were burned completely out, but tho fire 
deportment of the hotel, under superintendence 
of the proprietor, Mr. nawks, succeeded in 
confining the tire to those apartments. Had it 
not been for the admirable arrangements for 
taking core of fires at this hou-e, it would have 
been entire!* burned down. The damage done, 
is prineipallv by water, and will probably 
amount to about $3,000, covered by insurance. 
The business of the bouse will not in any way 
be interrupted, the parlors, dining-rooms, &c., 
not having been damaged any whatever, 
srsricious I’Kksons at the st. Nicholas. 

A well-known citizen, who hoards at the St. 
Nicholas Hotel, was passing through the main 
hall last evening, on - his way to his room, just 
before the fire was discovered, when his atten- 
tion was attracted by the very suspicious move- 
ments of two men who were conversing in the 
hall. Approaching them, lie heard one sav: 
“It’s all right,” when both started for the door, 
and immediately left the hotel. Within a few* 
seconds afterward the alarm was given. 

TIIE LA FAROE. 

At twenty minutes past 9 o’clock the La Farge 
House was discovered to lie on fire in one of the 
bedrooms on the upper floor, the bed being, as 
111 the other plncca. saturated witiinb -l boms, 
and matches lying about in all directions. Tlie 
damage was slight, but, naturally enough, the 
guests were thrown into a panic, believing that 
the whole structure would be fired. The flapics 
were soon extinguished, the damage amounting 
to three hundred dollars. The room in which 
the fire was discovered was taken by a Mr. J. B. 
Richardson, of Camden. New Jersev, who waa 
out of the room at the time of the fire. 

metropolitan hotel. 

About 10 o’clock a fire was discovered in a 
front room in the upper floor of the Metropoli- 
tan Hotel, but it was speedilv extinguished by 
the servants of the house. An alarm was given, 
hut before the firemen arrived at the hotel the 
danger bad been passed. The damage here is 
estimated at one thousand five hundred dollars. 
One room only was injured. In this room was 
found an empty bottle which had contained 
iboiiphoms, a pair of heavy boots, and a valise, 
fhefc articles, and the bottle, were taken pos- 
g< ssion of bv Fire Marshal Baker. In the valise 
were found a pair of pantaloons and a pair of 
prunella gaiters. The bottle was of a descrip- 
tion {similar to that found at the other hotels. 

TA.WftI ANY HALL. 

Almost simultaneously with the discovery of 
the fire at the Belmont Hotel, the bed and bed- 
ding, with furniture, of a room on the third floor, 
front, were found to be in flames. During the 
afternoon a man, who registered himself as “C. 

E. Morse, of Rochester, ’’arrived at the hotel and 
•ngaged the room in which the fire was discov- 
ered. He was not seen during the evening, and 
has not been seen since the occurrence of the 
fiie. The damage is not very, great, and wag 
confined to the fumituic and bedding of the 
room. The handwriting of the man referred to 
resembles, somewhat, that of the person who 
engaged the room fired at the St. Nicholas 
Hotel. 

HE1JHONT HOUSE. 

The fire here was discovered in a bedroom on 
the third floor, which had been engaged by a 
man registering himself as ‘‘Lieutenant Lewis, 
U. S A.” Smoke being seen to issue from this 
room, a strong odor of phosphorus being at the 
same time perceptible, the door was immediate- 
ly burst open, and in a very few seconds the 
flames were completely extinguished. The bed 
in this room had the appearance of having been 
occupied. The man ‘ Lewis” has not been seen 
since the discovery of the lire. At this place six 
bottles of phosphorus were found In a carpet- 
bag. 

IsOVKJOY’s hotel. 

Two attempts were made to bum this hotel. 
The first occurred a little before 10% o’clock, 
at which time a fire was discovered” in a bed- 
room on the fourth floor of the northeast wing 
of the hotel. The bedclothes and mattress 
were piled in the centre ot the floor, and were 
enveloped in flames when found. This tire was 
extinguished without damage to other portions 
of the building 

The eecona attempt was made at about 12 
o’clock, and the alarm was given simultane- 
ously with that of the fires at the Belmont Ho- 
tel and at Tammany. This time the incendiary 
had reformed bis work in the southeast wing of 
tbe building, on the fourth floor. Attention 
was excited by a smell of sinoke, and a search 
developed the fact that in the room referred to, 
a caqiet-hag had been placed in*ide tbe bed, 
within which carpet-bag was a bottle of phos- 
phorus. Here, also, tlie fire was extinguished 
without greater loss than that of tlie furniture 
and bedding of the room. 

barnum's museum. 

Last night, about nine o’clock, some person 
or persons unknown proceeded to the fifth floor 
of the Museum, in the rear of the gallery of the 
lec ture room, and threw down upon the lh>or, 
near a staircase, a bottle of phosphorus, which 
ignited and set fire to the wooden-work in the 
neighborhood. The erv of fire was almost im- 
mediately raised, and an iu tense excitement was 
at once created throughout the building. In 
the lecture room, particularly, the feeling 
amounted to panic. A large number of the 
audience rose to their feet in great alarm, and 
ru-lied to the various places of exit in wild con- 
fusion. Many terror-stricken persons slid down 
the iron pillars supporting the galleries, to the 
parqucUe, adding, ol course, by their freuzied 
performances, greatly to the excitement of the 
Feme. Fortunately, the fire was almost imme- 
diately extinguished by the officers of the build- 
ing, no serious damage having been done; and 
b> thcdisplav of necessary coolness on the part 
of several actors and gentlemen connected with 
the Museum, and by a few self possessed per- 
sons in the audience, the panic was quickly sup- 
pressed. So far as we can lean, no oue was se- 
riously injured in the rush. 

There cannot be the slightest doubt that the 
ruffian, whose diabolical attempt to set fire to a 
building fairly crammed with people wag only 
frustrated by extraordinary good fortune, is one 
of the gang ol conspirators who operated else- 
where almost simultaneously. It make* one 
shudder to contemplate what might have been 
the result of this diabolical act. Had not tha 
excitement been so promptly quelled, or had 
the fire gained a greater headway before Its dis- 
covery, the result inevitably would have been 
most appalling. The lecture room was crowded 
at the time, and hundreds of persons might 
have lost their lives. 

Tbe bottle which had contained the phospho- 
rus — find which is like those employed by the 
incendiaries elsewhere — was recovered, un- 
broken, and is in the hands of the fire marshal. 

PANIC AT NIBLO’S OARDEN. 

Last evening, as Mr. Wheatley and Mr. Chaa. 
Pope were enacting the duel scene in the last act 



of the Corsican Brothers, at Niblo’s Garden, a a 
alaim of fire wag raised by some person or per- 
sons in the audience. Whether it was done by 
accident, or was merely an emotion of fear ex- 
pressed by the individual or individuals who 
caused the alarm, it is knot known; but the 
scene which ensued beggars description. 

It was by the most strenuous exertions on the 
pait of some ggutlemen, who, in the midst of 
the scene of terror and confusion, retained suf- 
ficient preyence of mind, that th* majority of 
the ladies seated in the dress circle, directly 
over the balcany seats, were prevented from 
throwing themselves into the pnrquette, and 
maiming and disfiguring themselves for life. 
Several ladies, almost terrified out of their 
senses by the supposed danger, fainted away. 
That portion of the audience seated nearest the 
entrance, immediately upon hearing the alarm, 
rushed into the street trembling and with dis- 
may depicted upon their faces. An agitated »u- 
pernumerary made his appearance on the stage 
hearing in liis hands a huge placard with the 
inscription — 

no FIRE. 

All thought and resemblance of the fonl 
wrongs which the Corsican, Fabien dei Franchi, 
was about to wipe out in the blood of the das- 
tardly and treacherous Chateau Renaud, was 
forgotten in the tumult. Roinaine yielded the 
palm t* a most stern reality. After the con- 
fusion had in some manner subsided, Mr. 
Wheatley addressed the audience, and calmed 
their fears by informing them that there was no 
fire: and if there was. there could be no danger 
In a building whsre there waa so little difficulty 
in the. mode of exit. Tlie performanc e then 
continued, without any further confusion or 
disturbance. 

EXCITEMENT IN THE CITY. 

Despite tbe lateness of the hour at which the 
fact became generally known that a most atro- 
cious. conceited attempt had been made to fire 
the city, an intense excitement prevailed every- 
where, but particularly in the neighborhood of 
the hotels, which have been the object of the in- 
cendiaries’ diabolical work. The greatest indig- 
nation was expressed at the perpetrators of the 
fearful act, and if one of them had fallen into 
tbe hands of the excltei crowd, his life would 
not have been worth a minute’s purchase. Of 
course the wildest stories were afloat, and natu- 
rally enough the majority of those living in the 
hotels felt decidedly nervous, not knowing 
whether the}' were to be allowed to slumber in 
peace or not. 

The police displayed great activity, and the 
arrangements of both tlie police and fire de- 
partment officials were such as to insure tho 
most admirable concert and system of action. 
Within an hour from the time the first alarm 
was given, all needful preparation j wero made 
for suppressing any dfatur bance, if the incen- 
diaries contenq dated adding riot to arson; the 
pioprictors of all the hotels were placed upon 
their guard, and the entire corps of detectives 
was detached for special and strict surveillance 
at all points where danger could be anticipated. 

A NF.C.LECTED WARNING. 

Some two weeks ago a man called *at the po- 
lice headquarters, we are informed, and stated 
to some office.* that he was direct from Rich- 
mond. that he had formerly sympathized with 
the rebels, hut had become disgusted with them, 
and that, bis desire was to put the authorities of 
New York on their guard against just such an 
attempt ns we chronicle to-day. ile said that 
he knew that the fuui of $20,00# had been set 
apart in Richmond for the purpose of purchas- 
ing phosphorus and hiring men to go North 
and set on fire public and private buildings in 
our principal cities. This man, w'e understand, 
fui the r said that if the Government would take 
care of his wife and family, he would assist in 
ferreting out the conspirators, with some of 
w horn he said lie was acquainted. Whether his 
story was considered truthful or not, nothing 
was done iu the matter, and the man finally 
went away. 

A BALTIMORE WOMAN UNDER ARREST. 

A woman of remarkable genteel address, but 
whose name has not yet transpired, was arrest- 
ed about nine o’clock last evening, by Chief 
.!< *hn Young and Detective McDougal,’ of the 
Metropolitan detective force, on suspicion of 
having some connection with the incendiaries. 

It appears that she took rooms at the St. Nich- 
olas Hotel early in the afternoon, and that iu 
the evening just before the fire occurred she 
went out. She had not been gone fifteen minutes 
before the fire broke out. From the St. Nicho- 
las Hotel she went to the La Farge House and 
s‘a} ed a short time, leaving there oulv a few 
momenta pi lor to fire being discovered there. 
She then went to the Metropolitan Hotel and 
engaged rooms, tire occurring there very soon 
a ter ward. From the circumstances, the police 
thought proper to detain the woman until she 
oc nld give some more satisfactory account of 
herself. All that could be leaned about her 
by our reporter last evening was. that she had 
come from Bultimorc to this city recently, and 
had been very active during her stay here, 
bnt she would not disclose the nature of her 
business. 

OTHER 8U8PKCTHD PARTIKH. 

In the arrest of tbe woman above referred te, 
tlo* detectives stumbled upon some things 
pointing stronglv to other parties, known 
Southern men, and they were at once looked 
after. It was rumored, at one o’clock thi- morn- 
ing, that some arrests had been made, but the 
circumstances of the affair could not be learned. 

It was at once apparent to the police that no 
one or two parties could have so successfully 
fired so many buildings at once, and that who- 
e\er tbe woman was whom they had under ar- 
rest, she must have accomplices, who could not 
be far off. 

1 UK MANNER OK SETTING THK FtKKS. 

The uniformilv that characterized this bold 
attempt at wholesale incendiarism, showed that 
the plan must have been organized long hefore- 
itind. and every step premeditated before being 
entered upon. The mode of operiling seemed 
to be precisely the same in every hotel fired. 
The beds were saturated with phosphorus 
throughout, ns afao were the valises, trunks, old 
brots. and clothing of almost every description. 
In addition to this matches were found among . 
the bed-clothes, laid between the sheets 'and 
coverlids, and, in some Instances, thrust into 
the centre of the ticks. The tires were then set, 
and the rooms closed and locked, as if the oc- 
cupant had vacated tlie premises. It is gup- 
poeed by tbis that tbe rooms were token by 
parties who were determined to fire tne build- 
ings, and took this as the quickest way of 
doing it. 

THE FIRE OF. PA RTM RNT. 

Chief Ergineer Decker issued an order, in the 
course of the evening, requesting all the hotels 
to have at least a dozen pails of water in readi- 
ness upon each floor of the buildings, keep a 
guard on all night long, and iu this manner a*- 
sfat in preventing the further^rogress of the in- 
cendiary work. This order was sent out through 
the police telegraph, and the policemen were 
diiected to notify the hotels in their respective 
beats. The members of the Fire Department 
genemllv were’ on hand promptly, and rendered 
most effective service. The prompt action of 
the police also did much to prevent the destruc- 
tion of property, the reserves from the respec- 
tive precincts being on band early, and taking 
tlie hotels in charge, admitting none but guests 
of the various houses. 

PHOSPHORUS. 

As this w'38 Lhe substance used by the incen- 
diaries in their infernal attempt to burn this 
city, a few words in regard to it will be in place. 
Some of tbe properties of phosphorus ar* gen- 
erally known, but not nil. This substance is 
one of tbe elementary bodies, aud is an essen-

parent, nearly colorless substance, flexible, aud 
>o soft that it can be cut w ith a knife, and then 
ex I ibits a waxy lustre. It is tasteless, but. ex- 
posed to the air. it emits an odor like that of 
garlic. Both this vapor and the phosphorus 
pit per are luminous in the dark, as ever y one 
ki ows who has handled a match in a dark 
ro< in. It melts at 111-5 degrees, and, if be- 
neath an alkaline liquid, may, if undisturbed, 
remain liquid when cooled. It takes fire in a 
warm atmosphere, and is consequently most 
safely kept under water, in which liquid it is 
iiiMiluble. This is the manner in w'hich it is 
generally kept iu drug stores. Even at ordina- 
ry lempciatures phosphorus slowly aud insensi- 
lib melts and disap|>ear8. Common phospho- 
rus is prepared from calcined bones; those of 
sheep furnishing the largest proportion. It 
burns with dazzling brilliancy, and, when 
brought in contact with human flesh, the 
wounds it causes are extraordinarily severe.

EAST TENNESSEE. 

A detailed rebel account of the defeat of Gen.

Tbe ^result of this brilliant movement has 
I* en: first, the complete rout and dispersion of 
the Yankee force operating in Ea>t Tennessee; 
second, the capture of their entire transporta- 
tion and artiller . consisting of seventy wagons

Now, if 
ibis be true with regard to finanefal matter*, 
In w much truer fa it w ith regard To matters 
military. 

Tbe Congress of 177G was want to hare 
Washington before them every vinter, when 
the season bad put an end to act ire campaign- 
ing. They held a conference with him face to 
face, beard bis suggestions, and were guided br 
his arguments They did not merely receive hfa 
recommendations through a written paper, de- 
livered by a secretary. Tbev bar him there 
with them, and along with him all the prodig- 
ious weight of character which he was enabled 
to throw into tbe scale w ith hfa arguments. To 
his personal influence with the members, n-*t- 
withsfanding the bitter and persistent hostility 
with which he wa* pursued by some of them, 
w e no doubt owe much of the success which 
ultimately crowned our arms. 

Why may not Congress have General Lee 
with them to explain, to recommend, to lay 
oj en w hat he thinks are our absolute wants? 
It fa true, General Lee U subordinrtc to the 
President, nnd properly reports to kim. But 
the President, most surely, could not object to 
a personal conference of ihe Congresswith him, 
i of, we arc convinced* would he ob.ect. The 
President, io his message ha* alread} broached 
certain military propositions which he considers 
of groat importance. Now, there fa no doubt 
that General Lee agrees with the President on 
these subjects. Now, if General Lee should lie 
called in, being the man who is to exteute what 
the President advises, there is no dojbt his ad- 
vice would earn immense weight wifi it. 

The great military question now before Con- 
gress is the recommendation of the Resident lo 
employ forty thousand slaves in certain capaci- 
ties. as laborers in our armies, tberebr releasing 
nearly the same number of fighting non. This 
we consider absolutely necessary in he present 
state of affairs. If Congress feel any doubt, let 
them call in General Lee, and abide \y wliat he 
sa} s, and let it bo done at once. 

TIIK TALK OF MOMTICELLO. 

A correspondent of the Lynchburg Republi- 
can sends that paper an account of tlie sale of 
Moniieello, the former residence o’ Thomas 
Jefferson. It was sold under the confiscation 
act. The letter says a large crowd was present, 
and — 

“Among them was Captain Jonas P. Lew, 
brother of tlie deceased owner of Xontlcello. 
After the Deputy Marshal had proclaimed the 
device of the District Court, Confederate States 
of America, and tlie terms of the sale, Captain 
Levy stated that he did not come there to inter- 
fere with or prevent tlie sale in any wav, and 
that while he for the present waived hfa rights 
in the premises, he intended to bid for the fltop- 
erty himself. Tlie Deputy Marshal then stated 
that one acre of the place — the cemetery of 
Thomas Jefferson — was reserved in tlie sale, and 
Captain Levy said his mother was also interred 
on the place, and he hoped whoever became the 
purchaser of Montlcello would let her rest in 
peace. Montlcello was put up, and the first bid 
wa« $20,000, tbe last $80,30*, and Lieut. Col. 
R. F Ficklin tlie purchaser. 

“The land at Buckeye, acres, was bought, 
it fa said, for tbe Confederate Government, at 
~88 per ftcrc — $81.685 — iy J. H Parker. The 
first negro man. Fnke brought $7,000; the 
next. Fleming, $7,450 Lewis, $7,850; John, 
sold to Captain Jons* P- Ijeyv, for $5,400. A 
negro woman, with even children, one at tlie 
breast, $23,100, to B. Ficklin; three girls, 
from five to nfamyears old, $11,000; and two 
-mailer girls, $3/00. An old man aud wife 
were put up affi withdrawn, as the Marshal 
would provide jvivatelv for their support. 

“The bust el Mr. Jefferson, which stood in 
the hall, on a fluted Corinthian pedestal, 
brought only $50, and will still retain its place, 
ms Mr. Fivkfln repurchased it. The piano forte 
brought $5,000 ; sideboard, with marble top, 
$510 ; the model of the United States frigate 
Vondnlia was bought by J. P. Lew, for $100; 
a wath-stADd, $200; cows, from $500,to $000 
each; voke of oxen, $2,5'>0; shoals, from $80 
to A] (XV, threshing-machine, $000. The bust 
of Voftaire was sold, but what it brought I do 
not know' : it was said to have been Mr. Jeffcr- 
m.i. v. The amount of sales waa $350,000. 

' In one of the rooin6 of the upper *torv was 
the body of a chair or one-horse sulcy which 
Mr. Jefferson used to ride in from Montlcello to 
Philadelphia when he was Secretary of State. 
Standing iu front of the house, a piece of lttnd 
<*f two hundred acres was pointed ont to me by 
Mrs. Randolph, which Mr. Jefferson >ur chased 
for a bow l of punch, and several hunlred acres 
tor five cents. 

“Yfaitors have defaced the walls of tbe house 
bv scribbling their names over them. Hundreds 
of them can be seen and read on each side of 
the front entrance to the ball; pieces of the bust 
ot Mr Jefferson were chipped off; cfalrs, tables, 
minors, vases broken and destroyed, aud, in 
m me roses, mementoes of rare vdue and art 
have been purloined, w hile the faoily resided 
hue, as well as in their absence And the 
monument of the immortal Jcffemn has been 
sndlv defaced and tbe fragments carried off as 
trophies or mementoes from a sicred shrine. 
Shame, shame upon our thoughiess country- 
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men* why should they be so disrespectful to the 
sepulchre of the great patriot of the Revolution? 
A large number of people were present at the 
sale.” 

[From the RichmoadlEnquirer, Nov. 24.] 

A repetition of the rumors concerning the oc- 
cupation of Milledgevilie by Sherman occurred 
on } esterday, and, as the rumor, whether imme- 
diately correct or not, was accepted as a matter 
of course, wc may suppose, for the sake of a 
definite hypothesis, as to tlie situation iu 
Georgia, that that city has fallen. Of course 
there could have been no determined resistance. 
This supposition gives color to the rumor that 
a strong force of the enemy had made a demon- 
stration upon Agusta, withiu twenty miles of 
which place it is reported they were encoun- 
tered by onr troops; that their* left wa« driven 
back in confusion and an assault bv their right 
repulsed with severe loss. Savannah being their 
supposed first objective point, this movement 
could he scarcely more than a feint, or, more 
property , a reconnofagance iu force, with a view 
of raiding upon and destroying Augusta, if 
practicable for it fa well known to the cnemv that 
Augusta is a valuable point in the Department 
« f Georgia. If impracticable, the purposes of a 
ftiut could be secured by occup.v iug the attention 
of our forces in that direction while the move- 
ment on Savannah was beinjj developed front 
Milledgevilie. It is believed that the large fleet 
which has bceu in preparation In the James 
ri «r for some time past is intended toco-opei- 
Afc with Sherman at the proper moment, and 
that Srvannah fa its destination. The military 
authorities here were in unusually good spirits 
on yesterday, but whether occasioned by anv 
good news, the publication of which would 
“thrill the popular heart with joy” or not, wc 
have been unable to learn. 

NO ATTACK ON AUGUSTA ANTICIPATED. 

IbYoin the Richntoud Whig, Nov. 24.J 
There stems to be nothing definite from Geor- 
gia. The prevailing opinion, based upon all 
the information thus far received, fa, that Sixer 
man has passed by Macon, and that he will 
move toward the cotKt without hazarding an 
attack upon the defences of Augusta. He will, 
of course, deflate the country tbro ngh w hi c h 
he passes. 

Now, if Sberm»n has really attempted so 
w ild a mammoth raid, unless we are greatly de- 
ficient in forces In that quarter, his expedition 
will surely come to grief. Wa look hopefully to 
Georgia, and confidently expect great results 
before the close of the present campaign.

THE REBEL ORGAN IN A RAGE. 

THE GOVERNMENT SHOULD HANG THE C AFT AIN 
OF TIIE WACHU8ETT. 

To accept an act of this kind would display a 
more imolent contempt for public law. a more 
» pen and audacious defiance of the opiuian of 
i he civilized w orld, than the worst outrages of 
which Mr Lincoln’s ad ministration has yet been 
guilty. There fa no question of that doubtful 
aud limited jurisdiction which a nation pos- 
fCSFes over the waters that immediately sur- 
round its coasts. The scene of tlie outrage was 
& harbor, and the interior portion of a harbor; 
aud every one knows that within its own har- 
bors each independent power possesses a juris- 
diction as absolute and undivided as on shore 
If an American seaman commit murder on board 
of a vessel lying in the Mersey, lie must be tried 
bv a Britfah’ jury and hanged in front of the 
goal of Liverpool. So, where a Federal officer 
murders Confederate seamen in the port of Ba- 
hia, it is the right and duty of Brazil to seize, 
ti v, aud hang him according to her owu mu. 
foupul laws. The crime is of precisely the 
Mime character and subject to the same juris- 
liction whether committed in the streets of the 
tow n or on board a vessel in the harbor. If, 
therefore, tlie Brazilians had been able to cap- 
ture the offenders, and had tried and executed 
them at once, the Government of the United 
.-tnt<6 would have had no pretence for cotu- 
I laiut. The escape of the criminal removes 
the case into the sphere of international huv, 
but does not alter the character of the crime. 
The utmost ingenuity of Mr. Seward eanuot 
imikc of such an act anything but a naked, vio- 
lent. unprovoked outrage ou the sovereignty of 

friendly state. If he adopts it he declares his 
Government in a state of hostility with man- 
kind, determined to set aside all laws that inter- 
fere with the prosccutiou of hfa purposes, and 
avowedly to override right by might No Chris- 
tian, and scarcely any heathen nation, ever put 
it sell in such a position. Once only in history 
n democratic state declared to a destined vic- 
tim that “equals dispute about justice; the 
>tr< ng do their pleasure, aid the weak must 
submit.” If the Federal Government do not 
hang the Captain of the Wachusett, and restore 
the Florida to her place in the harbor of Bahia, 
i in v must sav tlie same thing almost in the same 
w t rds; there fa no pretence of law which will 
afford them, we do not eay a defence, but the 
shadow of a formal rxcusr. If asked, “Will 
vou in future admit the right of Great Britain to 
ea*, ture hostile ships in New York harbor?” 
tliev w ill be compelled in their reply to confess 
that their officer has committed au act of piracy 
whose only excuse is that the Injured power fa 
unable to extort redress by force of arms.

Washinotox, Nov. 30. 

Official reports to the Navy Department show 
that extraordinary efforts were made by the At- 
lauia, as well as by those on hoard the Florida, 
to save the latter vessel, and it was only when 
the impossibility of preventing her from sinking 
became apparent that further attempts were 
abandoned. 

The records of tlie conrts-marti.al in the cases 
ol 18 officers are officially promulgated. These 
include twh' Colonels, three Major?, thirty-five 
Captains, and eighteen First Lieutenants. 

They had committed various offences, such as 
making false returns, disturbances of the peace, 
fraudulently receiving money, misbehaviour be- 
fore the enemy, gambling, and drinking with 
enlisted men, Ac., &C.; and fifteen were eon- 
\ i ted of drunkenness. Nearly all these officers 
were dismissed the service. A Western Major, 
for sending a challenge to fight a duel, was sen- 
tenced to he cashiered, but his sentence was 
mitigated to a reprimand. 

Boards for the examination of officers of com- 
missary, Quartermasters, and Paymasters have 
been established in different parts of the coun- 
try. so ns to embrace all military divisions. 

The Navy Department has been officially in- 
formed that tlie yellow fever has disappeared 
from Newbern. 

The organizing of army corps to consist of 
no less than 20,000 infantry, under command of 
Gen Hancock, incites much interest. 

Headquarters have been established in this 
city. All soldiers not now in service desirous of 
entering this new corps should, until further 
notice, report in person to the office of Col. A. 
Johnson. Soldiers’ Rest, near the Baltimore and 
Washington Railroad station in Washington. 
No persons should apply except such as have 
seen two years’ service, ha c been honora- 
bly discharged, and are physically qualified. 

"Veteran officers who desire to serve in this first 
corps should make application in writing to 
the Adjutant-General of the army at Washing- 
ton, giving a history of their services and such 
written recommendations from their former 
commanders as they cat*produce.

Parties who have arrived from tlie front a«ul 
witnesses the battle yesterday describe the at- 
tack of tlie rebel iorce as desperate.

Fateh time the rebels were repulsed with heavy 
loss. 

The fort is ou tlie north hank of the river, 
opposite the town, extending up the river; aud 
encircling the town was tlie line of ma-ked bat- 
tel ics. E'e witnesses who saw this engage- 
ment say that it was desperate and furious. The 
lighting was hardly equalled by the battle of 
Slone River. 

Forrest, in person, was on tlie field, rallying 
his men.

About 7 o’clock last night heavy reinforce- 
ments reached Schofield, which caused the com- 
plete rout of the rebel forces.

duped. At these seances certain manifestations 
took place which the Brothers Davenport til- 
lr red lo be supernatural, but which he believed 
to he nothing belter than a swindle, and that, 
ihcrcfore. TITh money paid by those who attended 
the stances had been obtained by false pretences. 

He quoted a case from a newspaper where an 
old woman had been brought before the magis- 
trate’s lor obtaining a quantity of household 
furniture by pretended fortune-telling, and sub- 
milted that the Brothers Davenport were equal- 
ly liable to similar proceedings. He also stated 
that there was an act of Parliament on the 
statute hooks empowering the magistrates to 
1 uuisli all persons wiio obtained money by pro- 
fesslng to employ supernatural agencies. Tiia 
niogfctmtes’ clerk (Mr. Buliiian) asked him if he 
w ould produce the act. Mr. Ward replied that 
he was not prepared to do so, as he had not ex- 
pected it would be rcqnired of him. He believed 
these manifestations to he a thorough swindle, 
and that the parties showing them should be 
punished. The chairman (Mr. Wilson) said that 
he himself did-not believe in those silly exhi- 
bitions, but he did not think that the bench had 
power to grant a summons in such a case. If 
people would lie so foolish as to pny their 
money to see such manifestations, it could not 
be said that thev had been delnded by false pre- 
tences.

fused.

igj-Genenft Schofield telegraphs to Genera] 
Thomas from Franklin, Williamson county, 
Tenn., that on Wednesday afternoon at four 
o’clock the rebels made a heavy attack upon 
Iris works, but were repulsed at all'points with 
heavy I 06 S, probably to the extent of five or six 
thousand men, while our casualties were not 
more than one-tenth of that number. We have 
one thousand prisoners, including a Brigadier- 
General. Four desperate charges wcro made in 
a body four lines deep upon our masked bat- 
teries, and eiteh time the rebels were repulsed 
■with heavy loss. Forrest was on the field, but 
could not rally his men. At seven o’clock heavy 
reinforcements reached Schofield, and the com- 
plete rout of the enemy followed. The plans 
©f General Thomas have been admirably ar- 
ranged; he has trolled the rebels on to the very 
place where he was prepared for them in 
strongly intrenched position. But a portion of 
the Union army was engaged, while there is a 
heavy left wing resting at Murfreesboro, waiting 
events, and a time to advance and strike. The 
town of Franklin has been the quarters of our 
reserves; it is eighteen miles south of Nashville, 
upon the south bank of Harpeth river, but our 
principal defences are erected upon the north 
side, opposite the town, while the masked bat- 
teries encircled the town. A very pretty trap 
was set for them. 

This will be a sharp and decisive campaign, 
we think. Beauregard, who is supervising the 
movements of this rebel army, had his advance 
of one corps at Waynesboro Tenn., on the 19th, 
under Cheatham; two other corps were at Flor- 
ence, Ala., and Corinth, Miss. On the 22d, with 
reinforcements of 9,000 under Dick Taylor, the 
whole force moved toward Pulaski, and General 
Thomas issued orders to fall back to Oftnmtna. 
<•!<., -rrrrat River. General Beauregard 
followed, bringing his army further from 
his base. All our outlying detachments 
at Athens, Decatur, and Huntsville were or- 
dered to fall back; there have been no supplies 
accumulated south of Nashville since For- 
rest’s last summer raid, so that this was easily ef- 
fected. The rebels are from forty to forty- five 
thousand strong, about one-third of which is 
Forrest’s cavalry. Hood is laid up with rheu- 
matism at Florence; and we presume Forrest, 
next in command to Beauregard, is at the head

The British press still continues its tirades 
against the capture of the Anglo rebel pirate 
Florida by the Wachusett in the Brazilian 
waters at Bahia. The reason for this is apparent, 
and the British Government is anxious to ob- 
tain some protest of the combined European 
powers against the act, for it can imagine that 
a vessel like the Florida may be seized in a 
British port by our cruisers, when the question 
of her outfit and armament in the “neutral" 
shipyards of England must come np in a Court of 
Admiralty, and that question would be an Im- 
portant one. If a vessel Is built in England, 
manned by Englishmen, aent out of an English 
port to prey upon our commerce, and, when 
she returns to the same port, without having 
made any other harbor, is received by salutes 
from British forts and vessels, there will be nice 
questions for adjudication, and a heavy bill of 
damages for all the depredations committed 
upon our mercantile marine, to be settled here- 
after; and this is the reason why John Bull 
wants a little backing from the continental 
powers on the Bahia alfair. 

We find in the Washington correspondence 
of the Pittsburg Commercial some important 
facts which bear directly upon the seizure of 
the Florida. Thomas F. Wilson, our Consul to 
Bahia, is a citizen of Pittsburg, and we may 
therefore presume that the correspondent s ac- 
count Is semi-official. The Wachusett ran into 
Bahia on the 2d of October, and the . Florida 
came in on the 5th, and, ut the invitation of the 
Biazilian Admiral, anchored under the guns of 
» fort and alongside the war vessels for safety. 
Captain Collins, of the Wachusett, at first 
positively declined to accede to Consul Wilson's 
proposition to capture the Florida while In port. 
The Consul challenged the pirate Captain to 
meet and fight our vessel outside the harbor, 
hut Captain Morris declined. Mr. Wilson and 
some of the officers of the Wachusett determined 
to obtain a tug and run her down, but were 
unable to procure one. Finally, those who were 
anxious to rid the ocean of this scourge, induced 
Capt. Collins to hold a consultation, the result of 
which was his reluctant assent to her capture in 
port. How this wa6 effected we have already 
shown; it was a daring act, under the sixty-five 
guns of the Brazilian fort, and within a few hun- 
dred ft et of three large war vessels and another 
fort of twenty-two guns. Our Consul was con- 
stantly on board the Wachusett from the time tbs 
Florida entered Bahia, and after theaction there 
was no way for him to 1 — a -ua resume the du- 
ties of tin —"'"urate, so he was compelled to 
-r,..e all his personal effects, which were doubt- 
less destroyed by the crew of the pirate, aided 
by the rahblc of the town. Mr. Wilson is now 
in Washington City arranging his affairs, and 
there can be no doubt that it was upon his 
official urgency that Capt. Collins consented to 
carry out his views.

at Camp Nelson last weak. It is well known 
that 6ince July last that place has been the prin- 
cipal recruiting station in this State for the en- 
listment of colored troops, and since that time 
nearly ten thousand have been added to our 
army from this depot alone. As might have 
been expected, many of the families of the re- 
cruits followed them to camp, some under the 
impression formed from representations of the 
ecruitingjofficers, that the freedom of the father, 
guaranteed to him by the Government in case 
of his enlistment, extended also to recruits 
families: and others, being driven from their 
former homes by the masters who refused to 
support the families of their servants if the men 
; hould enlist. When the men enlisted, how- 
ever, they received the assurance that their 
families should surely be protected, and up to 
this time they have been allowed to remain in 
camp, providing for their support by cooking 
for the employes, washing, or in any way, that 
seemed open to them. In this manner they 
provided for their helpless little ones, until on 
Wednesday of last w«ek, the day before Thanks- 
giving to God for all His mercies, in the intense 
cold that came so suddenly upon us, they 
were summarily ordered to leave camp. 
The little huts which they had built to 
shelter them during the approaching winter 
were ruthlessly torn down over their heads, and 
by men wearing the uniform of our country, in 
whose cause their husbands and fathers had en- 
listed, and were willing to peril their lives that it 
might survive the shock of treason. They were 
hurried into wagons, carried six or eight miles, 
and left by the wayside, with nothing to pro- 
tect them from the pitiless storm, without food 
and shelter, and there were three or four hun- 
dred of these poor creatures, women and chil- 
dren, wanderers and outcasts, perishing from 
starvation and the rigor of the weather in a land 
of plenty, and when the humblest home in the 
land was feasting on its Thanksgiving dinner. 
The gentleman who furnished us the particulars 
of this heartless barbarism 6ends a copy of an 
affidavit relating to one family turned out, and 
we are assured that it is only one of many of a 
similar kind that have been taken and will be 
presented when the inhuman outrage receives 
investigation by proper authority. We present 
the affidavit in full : 

Camp Nklsok, Kv., Nov. 2(1, 18(54. 
Personally appeared before me Edward B. VV. 
Rcstie.m X, o-ptnin and Assistant Quartermaster. 
Joseph Miller, a man of color, who, being duly 
sworn, upon oath says: I was the slave of 
George Miller, of Lincoln countv, Kentucky. 
I have always resided in Kentucky^ and am now 
a soldier in the service of the United States. I 
belong to company I, 124th regiment U. S. C. 
infantry, n*w stationed at Camp Nelson, 
Kentucky. W'heu I came to camp for the 
purpose of tnlUting— about the middle of Oc- 
tober, 1SU4 — its, wife aud children came with 
me, because mV master said that, if I enlisted, 
he would not mvlutaiu.them, and I knew thev 
would be abuse* by him when I left. I had 
then four children'; aged respectively ten, nine, 
seven, and four years'. On mv pre-entiug 
no self as a recluit, I was told by the 
Lieuenant in command to take mv family into 
a tent within the lisp its of the camp. My 
wife and family occufted the tent hv the ex- 
press permission of theaforementioned officer, 
and never received an) notice to leave until 
Tuesday, November 22d, vhen a mounted guard 
gave my wife notice that the aud her children 
must leave camp before elrlv morning. This 
was about six o’clock at night. My little bov, 
about seven years of age, htd been verv sick, 
and was then slowly recovering. My wife had 
no place to go, and so remaiued until mornin^. 
About eight o'clock on Wednc.-dav morning, 
November 23d, a mounted guard came to mv 
tent and ordered my wife and children out of 
camp. The morning was bitter cold. It was 
freezing hard. I was certain it would kill mv 
sick child to take Wm out in the cold. / 1 told 
the man in charge of the guard that it would 
bo tin. death of mv boy. I told him that mv 
wife aud children bad no place to go. I told 
him that I was a soldier of the United States. 
He told me that it did not make auv dift 
1'cience, he had orders to take all out of 
camp. He told my wife aud familv 
that if they did not gct'up in the wagon which 
he had lie w ould shoot the last one of them. On 
til ing thus threatened, my wife and children 
went into the wagon. Mv wife carried her sick 
child in her arms. When thev left the tent the 
wind w as blowing hard, and 'cold, and, having 
had to leave much of our clothing when we left 
our master, mv wife, with her little ones, was 
poorly dad I followed them as far as.theliues. I 
had no knowledge where thev were taking them. 
At night I went in search of 'mv family. I found 
them in Nieholatville, about six miles from 
camp. They were in an old meeting-house 
belonging to the colored jscople. The building 
w as very cold, having only one fire. Mv wile 
and children could not get nearer the tire be- 
cause of the number of colored people huddled 
together by the soldiers. I found my wife and 
family shivering with cold and famished with 
hunger; they had not received a morsel of food 
during the whole day. Mv boy was dead. He 
died directly after getting down from the wagon. 
I know he was killed by exposure tie the in- 
ch ruent weather. 1 had to return to camp 
that night, so I left my family in the meeting- 
house, and walked back. I had walked there. 
I travelled in all twelve miles. Next morning 
I walked to Nieholasville. 1 dug a grave my- 
self, aud buried my own child. I left my family 
in the meeting-house where they still ’remain. 
And further this deponent saith not.

We were opposed to the policy of recruiting 
negroes, but when that policy was legalized by 
Congress and carried out into practice we hav# 
(elt that it was unpatriotic to throw impedi- 
ments in the way of enlistments. One of the 
principal objections to the policy was the ap- 
prohansiou of the very state of things which 
has occurred at Camp Nelson’. It is ueccssary 
that immediate steps should be taken to relieve 
the terrible suffering there and the appeal Is 
enforced to all who possess the feelings of com- 
mon humanity. A few of the officers and others 
at the camp have subscribed and sent provis- 
ions to them, but the number of sufferers 
Is so great that the sympathy of the 
whole community should be enlisted to 
relieve their wants, avenge their wrongs, 
and expose the authors of this outrage 
to merited opprobrium. We have a report that 
Gen. Burbridge, who is absent at the front, hav- 
ing had the matter brought to his notice, has 
promptly ordered that steps should be immedi- 
ately taken for their return, and also for their 
profitable employment and protection. This 
would be very creditable to the head and heart 
of Gen. B., but we don’t understand hnw the 
communication between Camp Nelson Cum- 
berland could have been effected in so* short a 
time. 

SJTWe have been considering what disposition 
we should make of several articles returning 
thanks through the Journal for Thanksgiving 
dinners, but we have been puzzled to find room 
for them. The Cincinnati Commercial, in a 
similar fix, says: “We would be very glad to 
accommodate all the people in the country who 
are grateful for the turkeys provided for them 
to eat on Thanksgiving day, and who arc still 
able to ill up in bed and write a-few lines for 
the newspapers, and who have favored us with 
eloquent expressions of their gushing thank- 
fulness, in copious manuscript designed for 
publication, in order that all the world mav 
be informed who was good enough to give them 
turkeys, and how they all feel about it. But, 
really, as Thankigiving is over, the turkeys 
eaten, and both those who gave and those who 
received arc comfortable physically, without an 
application of publicity, we do not think our 
columns ought to be occupied .for more than 
two or three days with cards of thanks.

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We have previously referred to this revised 
idilion of Webster's Dictionary, which we have 
examined only from the spccimcu pages sent to 
us by mail. The Atlantic Monthly, which has 
had the opportunity oi comparing the work 
wiih others, says: “This portly and handsome 
volume makes good the claim which is set forth 
on the title-page. The revision which the old 
edition has undergone is manifestly a most 
thorough one, extending to every department 
of the work, and to its minutest details. The 
enlargemeut it has received is very considerable, 
the size of the page having been increased, and 
more than eighty pages added to the number 
contained in the prevlonsor “Pictorial” edition. 
The improvements are not only really 6nch, but 
they are so many and so great that they amount 
to a complete remodelling of the work. We are 
amazed at the vastness of the vocabulary, 
which embraces upwards of one hundred and 
fourteen thousand words, being some ten thou- 
sand more, it is claimed, than any other word- 
book of the language. 8ueh unexampled ful- 
ness would be apt to excite a suspicion that a 
deliberately adopted system of crimping had 
been carried on within the tempting domains of 
the natural sciences to furnish recruits for this 
•normous army of vocables. But we do not 
find, upon a pretty careful examination, that 
many terms of this sort have been admitted 
which are not fairly entitled to a place in a pop- 
ular lexicon. In the matter of definition, we 
can unqualifiedly commend th« principles by 
which the editor and his coadjutors appear to 
have been guided, notwithstanding an occa- 
sional failure to carry out these principles with 
entire consistency. The crying fault of mis- 
taking different applications of a meaning of a 
word for essentially different significations — 
the head and front of Dr Webster’s offend- 
ing as a definer, and not of Dr. Webster 
only, bnt of almost all other lexicographers — 
has generally been avoided in this edition. The 
philosophical analysis, the orderly arrangement 
of meanings, the simplicity, comprehensive- 
ness, and precision of statement, the free- 
dom from prejudice, crotchets, and dogma- 
tism, ^he good taste and good sense, which 
fee this portion of the work, are de- 
serving of the fullest recognition and the high- 
est praise. In all the essential points of a good 
dictionary, in the amplitude aud scicctness of 
its vocabulary, in the fulness and perspicacity of 
its definitions, in Us orthoepy and (iun» grane 
mils') its orthography, in its new aud trust- 
worthy etymologies, in the elaborate, but not 
too learned treatises of its introduction, in its 
carefully prepared aud valuable appendices— 
briefly, in its general accuracy, completeness, 
and practical utility — the work is one which 
ui'Dc who read or write can henceforward afford 
to dispense with.” 

To show the great value attached to this 
work, the Boston Journal calls attention to th« 
fact that lately one of the most important suits 
of modern times, in the highest court of En- 
gland, turned solely on the definition of a single 
word; and it is quite likely that the qnpstion of 
a war with England will hang suspended on the 
same slender point. The rebel pirates Alexandra 
and Georgia were detained by th# English Gov- 
ernment for alleged violation of their Foreign 
Enlistmcat Act, which forbade the equipping or 
arming of vessels to prey upon the commerce 
of nations with which Great Britain was at 
peace. Were the Alabama, Georgia, and Alex- 
andra equipped in British ports? They certainly' 
were not armed there, unless their construction 
as rams might be so defined. Wtiat, then, does 
•gnt p mean? It is significant of Dr. Webster's 
reflation in England as a definer of word*; 
that, tu the Alexandra case, tried in the 
Court of Exchequer at Westminster Hall, 
under purely English law, no othej dic- 
tionary', English or American, was quoted or 
alluded to than his. We quote from the Lord 
Chief Baron’s decision, June 24, 1863 (page 288 
of the report of the trial): 

I have looked, so that I might not go wrong 
(as we have the advantage of having it here) at 
Webater’6 American Dictionary, a work of the 
greatest learning, research, and ability. No one 
can com] lain that I refer to that. It appears 
that “to equip” 16 to “furnish with arms.” In 
case of a ship, “to furnish and complete with 
arms.” That is what is meant by “equipping." 

We regret, with onr contemporary, that his 
Lordship, who thought so much of the authori- 
ty, did not quote the whole definition, as well 
as that of equipment. The portion he omitted, 
“To fit for sea; to furnish with men, and what- 
ever is necessary for a voy'age, including cord- 
age, spars, provisions,” Ac., will be for us to 
quote when, under our treaty relations, we de- 
mand full indemnity, with interest, for all the 
damage done by the Alabama and her consorts.

The secessionists abroad are now discussing the 
question whether they may not, under a like 
warrant, attack and pillage the American Lega- 
tions at Paris, London, and elsewhere. For 
example, the ‘American Legation aPVarls is 
considered as American soil, and is inviolable to 
the authorities of tho country. It pays no taxes 
to the Government, no arrests for any offence 
whatever can be made within its doors without 
the consent of the Minister, and it is essentially 
as well as technically a bit of inviolable Ameri- 
can soil, moved near to the seat of the French 
Government for the more convenient transac- 
tion of international business.

It is not so hard to cultivate 
lifts spirit of contentment, if we but have the 
resolution to undertake it. The difficulty is in 
making the resolution. A distinguished writer 
on mental philosophy has remarked that if a 
man puts a smile on his face, an actual physical 
smile, it will react on hie spirit* and drive off 
the blues. A determination to be cheerful is 
the first step toward the realization. We have 
ample ground for hope in reference to the affain 
of our country. We are a mighty nation in pop 
ulation, energy, and power. The very aspect 
which we have just now presented at the polls is 
an assurance that there is a mind, a thinking, 
working mind in the great people. We have our 
trials as other nations have had theirs. Dark- 
ness envelopes us at times, but the stars are al- 
ways beyond tlie clouds, aud the morning star 
is often far up the sky before the watcher knows 
it, or sees it through mists and gloom. It is 
folly to be down-hearted in times like these. If 
we don’t like the result of the election we must 
nevertheless seek cause for hope and good cheer 
in the fixed facts as they confront us. We may 
have had entire confidence in our own views 
and wishes. What of that? It is human to ai r. 
and (he God who has made this nation what it 
is, is above all now, as He has been. Be hope- 
ful, then, and go about your business cheerily.”

The law is that pedestrians have the 
first right to the crossing, and that drivers of 
vehicles must conshlt the safety and convenience 
of the person crossing the street on foot. Driver* 
of vehicles should make a note of this fact and 
not run persons down in the streets by ftut 
driving around the corners.

Gekehai,. — Our midnight despatches announce 
that General Thomas has abandoned his strong 
position at Franklin, and has formed his line of 
battle within three miles of Nashville. Yester- 
day evening, the two hostile armies were en 
gaged in skirmishing, and the rattle of mus- 
ketry could plainly be heard in the streets of 
Nashville. A battle, terrible in fury, is im- 
minent. The rising of this day’s sun 
may inaugurate the fight, and before the 
close of day, thnnders may echo, carnage reign, 

: ib field be oat of deft it or victory. We 
do not believe that Gen. Thomas lias any fears 
for the result. He is not as weak as he would 
make the rebels believe he is. He c»n offer battle 
to better advantage to himself in front of Nash- 
ville than at any other point. His left wing rests 
on Mnrfiecsboro, and when strengthened by the 
forces at Chattanooga, it will be strong enough 
to close upon Hood’s rear and cut off his retreat. 
The rebel General is pressing blindly forward. 
Thomas has prepared a trap, and the foe U too 
eager to nibble at the bait. The spring soon 
will rebound, and the rebel army will become 
our prey. Already the lines are clos- 
ing, and each hour the threads of the net 
are more completely woven. Let the cannon 
thunder, the musketry rattle, and the horrid 
din and battle roar echo throughout the streets 
of the capital of Tennessee, yet we will not 
tremble for the result, but will feel strong, 
hopeful for the cause, and confidently look for 
victory to perch upon our banners. 

Our troops arc brave, and General Thomas is 
an able commander. We predict that the rebel 
arms will meet with a terrible disaster. Thomas 
has matured his plans, and he will either capture 
or annihilate the rebel armv. 



' Refugee Rki.ikk Commission. — The citizens 
of Jeffersonville, Indiana, held a meeting at the 
Methodist Episcopal Church on Monday night 
last to organize a Retugee Relief Commission. 
Rev. Robert Curran was called to the chair, and 
W. A. Fogg appointed Secretary. The meeting 
was opened by prayer. A document was then 
read from the officers of the Louisville Relief 
Commission by Rev. W. S. Sedwick, their Vis- 
iting Agent. The paper showed the utter im- 
possibility of Louisville, Jeffersonville, and New 
Albany giving homes to the thousands of home- 
less ones arriviug here from the 8outh, and the 
necessity of organizations, with competent 
agents, to send them on to homes. After a 
unanimous vote to organize a Refugee Relief 
Commission, Messrs. Heiskill, McO.mpbcll, and 
Patterson were requested to nominate officers. 
In the absence of the committee, Elder J. P. 
Roach, Iowa Soldiers’ Agent, addressed the 
meeting, to very great acceptance.

Nashville, Dec. 1. 

Hood’s infantry force crossed Harpeth river 
this tnorriing, aud ho has not advanced that por- 
tion of his force since. His cavalry crossed tiie 
Harpeth at the fords above Franklin this morn- 
ing at daylight, closely following Gen. Wilson, 
who is. retiring in this direction. Skirmishing 
with his advance ha, been going on all day. 
General Wilson occupies a strong position a few 
miles south of Nashville, and is able to resist 
an. - force the rebels may bring against him. 
The Confederate General captured yesterday 
was Colonel Gordon, ot the 11th Tennessee, 
brevet Brigadier-General. The officer who 
witnessed the fight at Franklin yesterday de- 
scribes it as ene of the most sanguinary of the 
war. The determined bravery of the Confed- 
erates exceeded anything before seen. Although 
slaughtered by hundreds, they still advanced 
against our battei ies. Within five hours, eleven 
distinct assaults were made against our works, 
each being a failme. The battle being 
ended, our forces quietly withdrew from the 
town. 

Among the casualties to the Fcderals arc the 
follow ing: Major General Stanicv, wounded bv 
a shot in the neck; Captain Bissel, 128th Indiana, 
killed; Captain Staley, 124th Indiana, killed; 
Major of the 124th Indiana, killed: Captain 
ninton, 124th Indiana, mortally wounded; Ctrl. 
Lowry, 107th Illinois, killed; Captain Coughton, 
of Gen. Cox’s staff, killed; Captain Dowling, 
11th Ohio, wounded: Col. Walters. 3d brigade, 
1st division, wounded in the shoulder; Colonel 
Conrad, w ho commanded a brigade of the 2d 
division, wounded. 

The reliel casualties are: Gen. Cheatham 
wounded; Gcu. Adams, killed; Gen. Scott, 
wounded. The total loss of the enemy in killed, 
wounded, and prisoners, is estimated at 4,000, 
three thousand being either killed or wounded 

The Federal loss iu killed wounded is 700. 
The loss in prisoners is trifling. Our loss in 
ri gimental and field officers is verv heavy. Gen. 
Bradley is also wounded, and in the eitv. CoL 
Stockton and Major James, 72d Illinois, are 
wounded. 

It is rumored this evening that Hood is 
moving east, toward Murfreesboro. 

Nashville, Dec. 1. 

The Federal forces, under Gen. Thomas, re- 
tired from Franklin last night, have taken po- 
sition, and formed a line of battle south of Nash- 
ville about three miles. Skirmishing has been 
going on all day about five miles south of here. 
Heavy cannonading can be distinctly heard in 
the city. No want of confidence is felt by the 
commanders in the ultimate success of the Fe i- 
crais. Tbe employes of the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment are under arms aud in the trenches.

Tiie inv estigation of the plot to burn the city 
is proceeding with the greatest vigor and 
secrecy. • 

Gen". Dlx is closeted daily with tlic detectives 
and others w ho are engaged in this business. 
The examination of the prisoners has been 
going on before a military commission for the 
past two days, and those most conversant with 



the cases express great confidence that some of 
the malefactors will be detected and punished 
under Gen. Dix’s order. Tne citv at this mo- 
ment is under the strictest surveillance. The 
lists of arrivals from the South are sent daily 
from the hotel to headquarters, and all sus'- 
pected persons who fail to report themselves 
will be summarily punished. The leading hotel 
keepers are doing all in their power to aid the 
authorities, and are in constant communication 
with them. 

It it indicative of the thoroughness and skill 
with which measure* have been taken, that, 
while the closest watch is kept throughout the 
city the agents of the Government and their 
m«| ( lc ol oi* rating are wholv unknown to the 
public at large. The condition of things 
naturally excites much alarm among tiio 
Southerners in this city. Large numbers of 
them register themselves dailv, and many have 
come forward to give what aid thev can iu de- 
lecting the plot. The number of those refugees 
lias been much exaggerated. Those whom op- 
portunities give them means ofjnnging esti- 
mate them at from 10,000 to 15,0000. A large 
portion ol these are women aud loval Southerr 
err, who have abandoned tlielr property and 
tied to escape tbe tvraunv of Davis. All who 
register themselves arc obliged to take the oath 
of allegiance. The only exceptions to this rule 
are those w ho for reasons of public policy are 
excused. 

The precautions taken are such that it is 
probable that the city was never so safe as at 
I>t i sent . The vigilance exercised is well illus- 
trated by the discovery of a torpedo on board 
ot one of the souud freight steamers. It waa a 
little paste-board box, only about four inches 
long, and was placed in a boat which carried 
but a few passengers, and whieh afforded the 
b st opportunities lor such an enterprise. Not- 
withstanding these facilities, it was instantly 
discovered, and removed for obvious reasons. 
We still retrain from printing the names of the 
persons aiTested.

He further said th at 
the rebels in Savannah were high in expecta- 
tion ot soon hearing of Montgomery’s success, 
and that he was to receive a large sum of 
money if successful. The writer says that he 
thought little of the statement till after his arri- 
val here, when he thought it his duty to make 
this known, deeming it proper that this inform- 
ation should be communicated to the Govern- 
ment, I Lake the liberty of sending you this 
despatch.

THE “GIANTS” OF HISTORY. 

Thoro were Giants in the oarth in those days. 

Genesis ri., 4 

“F. C.” in tlie Horae Journal says it has erer 
been a popular belief, that, in the earlier age 
of the world, mankind possessed superior pbys 
ical properties, and were of greater size than in 
our own day; and this notion of diminished 
strength and stature seems to have been just as 
prevalent in ancient as in modern times; but al 
the facts and circumstances which can be ad- 
duced tend to the conviction that the human 
form has not degenerated, and that men of the 
present age are of the same stature as at the 
beginning of the world. It has been supposed 
that, prior to the Deluge, men might have been 
of a larger form, as they are said to have lived 
to a much greater age, but this is a mdre as- 
sumption unsupported by any evidence what- 
ever.* • 

Of “ Giants ” we read both in sacred and pro- 
fane history, although it is a matter of certainty 
that at the very time they were esteemed as 
wonders and far above the ordinary propor 
tions. In the Old Testament, the appellation 
(in the original Hebrew) is thought to refer to 
violence and* crime rather than to indicate 
strength or stature. In the Book of Genesis, 
we are told of “the union betwecu the wicked 
descendants of Cain, who inherited the evil 
qualities of their progenitor,” and the children 
of Seth, who "began early to call upon the 
name of the Lord.” These are called the “Sons 
of God,” and the former the “Daughters of 
Men" by the strong figures usual in Eastern 
composition. From this fatal alliance sprang 
“mighty men” and “men of renown;” there 
were also “Giants in those days,” and the 
“whole earth was quickly filled with violence.” 
As the result of this inauspicious union between 
the descendants of Seth and of Cain, fraud, 
rapine, and all possible evils predominated, 
and with this narrative of Moses all antiquity 
agrees. Nevertheless, it seems evident that 
the races of ltephaim, of Anakim, of Euim. 
and of Zuzim were remarkable for their com- 
parative size; in the same way, probably, that 
particular races in our own times are distin- 
guished from others by their superior strength 
and proportions. Of the existence of individual 
giants, the particulars of Goliath and of Og leave 
no room for doubt; but such instances may 
properly be regarded as deviations from the or. 
dinary standard of which there have occurred 
examples in all ages. Goliath, a famous giant 
of Gath, who, “morning and evening, for forty 
days, ” defied the armies of Israel, was in height 
six cubits and a span, and, excluding his hel- 
met, which was probably lakcu into account in 
the recorded measurement, he did not, at most, 
exceed eight feet six Inches, and, therefore, was 
not taller than some modern giants. In the 
first book of Samuel, we have the graphic record 
of the death of the gigantic Philistine, whom 
the diminutive David slew, “with a sling and 
with a stone.” Og, the Amoritish King of 
Baslian, whose country was delivered into the 
hands of Israel, was one of the last representa- 
tives of the giant race of Rephaim. According 
to oriental tradition, ho escaped the deluge by 
wading beside the ark. Although his height is 
not recorded, we find that his iron bedstead 
was nine cubits long, by four wide; but, here it 
must be recollected, that the beds of the an- 
cients were often made one-third larger, than 
actually necessary, in order to leave impressions 
of wonder. 

The oldest coffin in the world is that found 
in the great Pyramid, and it is scarcely six and 
one-half feet long. From it, and from the 
height of unrolledmuramies, we must conclude, 
that the Egyptians, three thousand years ago, 
were not taher tuau the piosent inhabitants of 
the country. The same is evident from the 
buildings designed for the accommodation of 
man, as well as from ancient armor. Indeed 
the swords were frequently much lighter than 
those of modern times; and the enormous one- 
used by the Crusaders, being intended but for 
one overwhelming blow, were wielded with 
both hands, and could not be recovered for 
defence. 

A reference to the works of Cuvier will show 
that the fossil bones of colossal quadrupeds — 
elephants, mastodons, and whales, have been 
exhibited, and accepted as evidence of pre- 
historic giants. Even the learned Buffon par- 
took of the popular delusion; but the extrava- 
gance of such fallacies has been completely ex- 
posed by the accuracy of motion* investigation, 
as well as by the progress of comparative 
anatomy. 

The classical evidence relative to giants is 
abundant, but obviously untrustworthy. Thus 
Plutarch relates that Sarbonius had the grave 
of Antans opened, and, finding the body full 
sixty cubits long, he ordered the tomb to be 
closed; and Strabo makes montion of a skeleton 
of the same dimensions. Pliny, in the first cen- 
tury, repeats that an earthquake in Crete dis- 
closed the bones of a human being, measuring 
forty-six cubits, and he adds “that our race was 
daily becoming smaller" — a most alarming pros- 
pect if it had been true. Ancient writers who are 
free from the influence of fable, are found to af- 
ford more reasonable testimony. Homer, when 
speaking of a fine man, gives him four cubits in 
height (seven feet), and one in breadth; Aristo- 
tle’s admeasurement of beds was six feet, at 
which Vituvius fixes the usual standard of man. 
In the reign of Claudius a giant, named Gab- 
baras, said to be ten feet high, was brought to 
Rome from Arabia; and an instance is cited by 
Goropous of a woman of equal stature. Sec- 
Ondilla and Pusio, keepers of the Garden of Sal- 
lust, were each nine and one-half feet; a cer- 
tain Greek sophist, Proceresius, is said to have, 
been nine feet; and Julius Capitolinus affirms 
that the Emperor Maximiam (who wore his 
wife’s bracelet, for a finger-ring) was eight feet 
and six inches. In the year 1815, Melaglano, a 
town of Lombardy, was the scene of a famous 
battle between Francis the First, of France, and 
the Swiss in the service of the Duke of Milan; 
Which, from its obstinacy and the superior char- 
acter of the troops on both sides, is known in 
history as the " Initt’e of the Giants.” Three 
centuries later (in 1859, four days after the bat- 
tle of Magen*-*i) another victory was gained by 
the Frcneb at the same place, when the Aus- 
trians were completely routed. 

Kitchner discourses of the skeleton of the 
giant (so minutely described by Boccacio) found 
in the fourteenth century, in a cave near Tra- 
pani, in Sicily; it was reported to be three hun- 
dred feet in length, and a single tooth was said 
to have weighed one hundred ounces; but when 
he visited the place, he was shown the remains 
of a mastodon. The same learned writer has 
given a comparative scale of five reputed giants, 
in which Goliath scarcely overtops the ankle of 
the skeleton at Trapani. 

Soon after the discovery of America, stories 
of gigantic races in the New World were not 
uncommon, and the Patagonians were said bv 
Byron and the early navigators, to be over nine 
feet in height; but more recent and more reli- 
able voyagers assure us that the average stature 
of these Southern savages averages about five 
feet and eleven inches. In the year 1712, Dr. 
Mather, in the “Philosophical Transactions,” 
announced the discovery of enormous bones 
and teeth, which had been found in the State of 
New York, and which he regarded as evidence 
of the existence of giants; but these remains 
were also found to be those of a mastodon. 
Humboldt says the Guaquilists, in Ecuador, 
measured six and one-half feet, and that the 
Payaguas were equally tall; while the Carrib- 
bees of Cumana, in Venezuela, were the most 
gigantic people he had seen in the New World. 

There is no fixed law, by which the human 
stature can invariably be determined, though 
there is an average standard from which the de- 
viations, either way, are not very considerable. 
Our race varies mostly in height from four and 



one-half to a little over six feet, but men and 
women arc occasionally met with of a much 
greater stature. At the present time the re- 
nowned P. T. Baruum has on exhibition a giant 
and giantess, the former is represented ns meas- 
uring eight feet, and “Miss Anna Swan” as 
eight feet and ovcr"(?) Taking away the dis- 
position to deal in the marvellous, we may 
safely assert that no human being has ever ex- 
isted of a greater height than ten feet, if even 
that. Of authentic instances of persons, who, 
in modern times, have much exceeded the ordi- 
nary size, a few may be here recorded. 

John Milddlcton, of Hale, in Lancashire, born 
in 1578, was nine feet three inches in height; 
his hand, from the carpus to the end of the 
middle finger, was seventeen inches, his palm 
eight and one-half inches. A blacksmith, 
named Parsons, who subsequently became por- 
ter at the Court of Charles the Second, was 
seven feet two Inches; “having strength equal 
to his height, valor to. his strength, and temper 
to his valor.” One of Frederick the Great’s 
grenadiers, a Swede, measured eight and one- 
half feet, and a yeoman of the Duke of Bruns- 
wick was of the same stature; here it is worthy 
of mention that the inhabitants of Potsdam, 
who are descended from the regiment of Prus- 
sian grenadiers, are still remarkable for exceed- 
ing the average height, which, says Foster, “is 
more especially striking in the numerous gigan- 
tic figures of women.” Bernhard Gili, who 
was exiiibited in France, in 17(54, and whose 
height was stated to be ten feet, was certainly 
more than eight. Several Irishmen of great 
height have been exhibited, among others was 
Patrick Cotter, born in 1761; he was eight feet 
seven inches in stature, his hand, from tho 
commencement of the palm to the extremity of 
the middle finger, was twelve inches, and his 
shoe was seventeen inches. He died in 1806. 
In the Museum of the London College of Sur- 
geons is the skeleton of another Irishman, 
named Charles Byrne (who, however, went by 
the name of O'Brien). He died in 1783, at the 
age of twenty-two years, and measured eight 
feet four inches. “Big Sam,” porter to the 
Prince of Wales, at Carlton House, was nearly 
eight feet, and performed, as a giant, in the 
“Romance of •Cymon,” at the Opera House, in 
Londnn, in 1808. The last on our list, Miles 
Darden, of Tennessee, born in 1798, was seven 
and one-half feet in height, and, Just prior to 
his death, in 1857, he weighed, according to 
“Appleton’s Cyclopaedia.” over one thousand 
pounds! 

Rapid development of the system invariably 
brings on premature old age. In the current 
number of a London magazine a case is re- 
corded of a girl who cut four teeth at the end 
of the first two weeks, walked about and had 
hair reaching to the middle of her back after 
the seventh month; however, she died iu a state 
of exhaustion in her twelfth year. Precocious 
mental attainments are frequently as destruc- 
tive of life as a rapid growth; the wonderful 
Baratier, at the age of four, spoke and read 
Latin, French, and German; was an excellent 
Greek scholar at six, and when ten years of age 
translated the Bible from the original Hebrew; 
at nineteen he also died of exhaustion. We 
know little of the cause which occasions the 
excessive development on which the produc- 
tion of giants depends; however the re- 
nowned .Bishop Berkeley, who died in 1743, 
attempted, with considerable success, to 
manufacture a giant; he took a poor orphan, 
named Magrath (also of Irish birth), and reared 
him on certain hygienic principles; which were 
so far successful that, at the age of sixteen, he 
was seven feet, and that althe time of his death 
(which occurred with all Jthe symptoms of se- 
nility, at the age of twenty), he was seven feet 
eight inches in stature; his skeleton is preserved 
in the Anatomical Museum of Trinity College, 
Dublin. 

Wc may here conclude, in the words of an- 
other, that “the ordinary size of man is particu- 
larly well adapted to his wants and uses; and as 
we generally find that those individuals who 
deviate greatly from the ordinary standard arc 
neither well proportioned nor healthy. The 
heads of giants being generally too small, and 
of dwarfs too large." F. C. 



* Kindred to onr theme is Excessive Corjmlenej/, 
which, if not s serious evil, di-cidedlr is so inconve- 
nience. The ancients held fat people in great contempt; 
the Ron. an ladica. for instance, dreaded above all thin-'s 
too voluminous a development of tho chest, to prevent 
which they were accustomed to apply tho raw tlcah of a 
fish called Ansel. An Oriental prince had an officer to 
repulatcthc size of his subjects, who dieted tho unwieldy 
ones to reduce them to a proper condition. In Northern 
Africa moderate obesity is considered a beauty, and 
Tuuisene vounit ladies are rcyularly fattened for mar- 
riage- a different practice from that of the Roman ma- 
trons, who sin ;. st starved their daughters to make them 
as lean as possible on such occasions. Obesity has fre- 
quently been the butt of jocularity: the following lines 
were, for example- inscribed ou the tomb of Mr. Bright, 
a very coipulcnt tallow chandler: 

“Here lies iu earth an honest fellow. 

Who died of fat and lived by taUsw." 

In China, corpulency is considered a blessing, a man’s 
inirU.- nral uuaJieics being esteemed, lu tho ratio of cor- 
poreal >miR: and it is well known that tho preposterous 
tize of the Hottentots is doomed a perfection; a few 
years ago we saw ono of their Veuusrs at an exhibition 
in London, who was an object of mingled curiosity and 
wonder. Royaler mentions a young man in Lincoln 
a ho ate eighteen pounds ot beef daily, and died, iu 1 r'-'t, 
aged twenty-eight, weighing five hundred and thirty 
pounds. At two years of age, Collett — subsequent y 
Master of Eushaui Academy— required two nurses to 
lilt him in and out of bed; at twelve years of sgo he at- 
tained his greatest weight, three hundred amis.xty-four 
pounds. In 1754, died Jacob Powell, of Essex; his body 
was five yards in circumference and weighed live hun- 
dred and sixty pounds. requiring sixteen men to carry 
him to hie grave. In 177.7. a Mr. Spooner, of SkelJington, 
weighed live handled and sixty-nine pounds, and mea- 
sured four feet threo inches acro-s the shoulders. Grow, 
tiie eeh bruled antiquarian— whose mime indicated his 
appeu: aucr - wus so tat that his 111 to her roquested him to 
tell nil his friends that he bought his meat from him, aud 
the pavit is ot Cambridge used to beg of him to walk over 
then work. Dr. Beddoes was so uncomfortably stout 
that the ladies of Clifton used to call him tho “walking 
feather bed." Darnel Lambert, of , Leicestershire, who 
died in 180P, was live teet and eleven inches in huight 
and weight d seven htiudred and tbirtv-iiina pounds. 
Samuel Sugars, an Englishman, died in I'M. aged nfty- 
two; his body, with a single pine coffin, weighed seven 
bundled pounds. James Mansfield died in England, in 
I860, at flu* age of eighty-two, his weight being four hun- 
dred suit seventy-six pounds. Several p, -ra ins of huge 
proportion* mid of both sexes, have been exhibited from 
time to time, in New York, whose actual weights were, 
for obviriis lessons, concealed. 



Old and Nkw. — The New York Jonrnal ol 
Commerce says: Among the most truly inter- 
esting books which are from lime to time pub- 
lished may be classed those antiquarian re- 
searches which escape the notice of the general 
public, and take their places among the pon- 
derous tomes on library shelves, to be referred 
to by the curious, and forgotten at length by all 
but the learned. And yet they are books of the 
deepest interest to those who open them, and 
when their contents come to be known to the 
world the interest is al ways acknowledged. No 
better work could be done than to furnish the 
world with a readable book made up out of De 
Rossi’s Inscriptiones Christiante Ur bis Romeo, of 
which the first volume has been completed ; and 
the book could be improved by adding to it 
from Le Blant and other antiquarians who have 
rescued from oblivion the inscriptions which 
remain on the tombstones of the early Chris- 
tians in Italy, Gaul, and elsewhere. Tho blood 
of man is very much the same blood in all ages. 
The emotions of the heart are very similar. Jov 
and grief produce the same effect now as 
two thousand years ago, and the same 
words which comforted the mourner in 
the Apostolic days have like power in 
these lonesome later years. In nothing 
is this sameness of our nature better illustrated 
than in the inscriptions placed on tombs. The 
grief which the presence of death always brings 
seems to have expressed itself in all ages in 
very much the same way. The discovery of the 
Roman catacombs was therefore like opening 
an avenue of communication between the early 
and tho modem Christians. The 'sudden an- 
nouncement of the opening of the cavernous 
place of burial produced a great excitement in 
Rome. Men went from the busy streets of the 
modem city directly to the door of the tombs, 
in which lay sleeping the dust that had walked 
the same streets fifteen hundred years before; 
and, though the dead could not speak, they 
seemed to speak in the sentences which ha 
been engraved on their places of rest by their 
surviving friends, or by themselves before they 
entered the gloomy portals. “He seat his 
wealth to heaven before him,” on the tomb of 
a good and charitable man, was an inscription 
that spoke in the very tones of modern 
times, ar,d seemed to bring up the form of 
the dead man before bis distant success- 
ors in the imperial city. The tomb of 
a charitable shipping merchant, too, seemed 
like the tomb of a friend when they read on it 
that he had always been “an anchorage for the 
afflicted and a harbor for the poor.” And that 
which more than all else seemed to bring close 
the kinship between the old and the modern 
people, was the affection which was every where 
exhibited in the inscriptions of the living for the 
dead, and the hopeful character of the Christian 
as contrasted with the Pagan epitaphs. Aside 
from these characteristics, there is a vast deal 
in the inscription which marks the sameness of 
men, their similar tastes, and liability to similar 
faults.- The language nsed is sometimes as un- 
couth as in any modern instances. The epitaphs 
are as striking, odd, and even grotesque in some 
cases, as any of the many epitaphs which have 
been industriously collected from English and 



American graveyards. A writer in the Edin- 
burgh Review remarks: 

It is amusing, too, to meet in the Roman 
catacombs, or among tho Christians of ancient 
Gaul, the prototype of tho cockney aspirate and 
its contrary. Thus we find, upon the one hand, 
//ossa (for ossa), //online, //uctobrcs, //eterna: 
and upon the other, oc for hoc, ic for hie, /larus. 
Or a, Guorius, Ac. 

The same writer gives a very interesting sum- 
mary on the subject of names, which serves still 
further to illustrate the similarity of times, then 
and now: 

The inscriptions before Constantine abound 
a ith Aiuelii, Comelii, Claudii, Antonii, Ac. In 
this matter, indeed, there might even be sus- 
pected a certain design in the use of names, 
» bieh, like the Victorias, Alberts. Alexandras, 
Ac., of our own time, become fashionable in 
compliment to the dynasty of tiie dav. Thus, in 
the Aurelian age, we find" Aurelius or Aurelia 
repeated seven times; and under Constantius 
and his sons, Constantinus, Constantius, and 
Con.-tans, have their turn of popularity. The 
Gentile name, however, was quickly displaced 
by new forms terminating in ntius. as Lactanti- 
us, Diguantius, Crescentihs, Leontius, or inosiu, 
as Bonosus. A favorite form, in the third ana 
succeeding centuries, was some laudatory epi- 
thet, as Benignus, Castus, Grata, Castula; often, 
especially in Africa, in the superlative degree, as 
Dignissimus, Felicissimus, Acceptissima, Veris- 
sitnus. Sometimes similar adjectives appear in 
the comparatiie degree, as Dignior, NobiUor; 
and occasionally the abstract quality itself, as 
Prudentia, Agape, Ac., is found as "the name. 
The names ol the fourth, filth, and later centu- 
ries would be found, on examination, to furnish 
the tj pc. if not the exact equivalent, of most of 
the fanciful appellatives of the pialmy days of 
Puritanism. We meet, not merely with simple 
forms, such as Pistis, Elpis, Decentia. Prudeu- 
tia, Dignitas, Idouitas; or Renatns, Redemptus, 
Refrigcrius, Projectus; or the more self-abasing 
appellatives, Stereorius or Contumcliosus, but 
compound names of the true Puritan stamp, 
such as Dcus Dedit, Servus Dei, Aileodatus, 
Quod vult Deus. Aud, side by side with these, 
came, as designating the individuals, names of 
saints and martyrs; at first probably assumed 
(as for, example, the ecclesiastical "historian's 
name, Eusebius Pamphili, 1. e., Servus Pamphili) 
by the bearer himself, in reverence of the saint, 
but ultimately imposed by the parent or guar- 
dian. 

Another curious, although not peculiarly 
Christian usage, of which these inscriptions con- 
Xain some examples, is the adaptation of tiie 
names of the months as designations of indi- 
viduals or families. M. Le Blant gives an epi- 
taph placed by a certain Febrarius. Januarins 
was rather a common name; and M. Le Blant 
cites several instances of Aprilis, Mains, Septem- 
ber, October, December, and Deecmbrina. To 
complete tiie series, we may add that Boldetti 
has given the epitaph of a "man named Kalen- 
dius. 

In a few Instances occasion is taken from the 
name to introduce into the sentiment of tiie 
epitapji some play ful allusion to the etymologi- 
cal import of the name; aud although this prac- 
tice is more consonant with the tastes of tiie 
inter times, y et the inscriptions of the classic 
period present examples of a similar play upon 
words, of which we may instance the sentence 
from the very pretty epitaph of Claudia, given 
by Orelli: 

“Heic est Suri LcrtiM hacd pulcrcm I’ulobai 

Fi.min.k." 

These allusions in the Christian epitaphs are 
commonly verv simple. Thus we meet Infki.ix 
Feucitas, aud Ink.usti s Felix. A.monmnent 
is erected to Innocentius in recognition of his inno. 
cence, Pro Innooentia Sca. Gi.vcots described 
as “ sveeter than his name.” The sorrowing 
friends of Anthcs bemoan his years “ stript of 
their flowers.” 

One os- Poe’s Experiments Toward “the 
RaVkn. — The assertion lately made by a cor- 
respondent of the London Morning Star that 
Edgar A. Poe plagiarized “The Raven" from 
the Persian has brought out several letters from 
a class of Englishmen who look upou that cel- 
ebrated production as “the greatest single poem 
that America has ever produced.” A writer in 
“Notes and Queries" indignantly protests 
against the translation theory, and only hopes 
that, if it be true, wc have more of the same 
stamp, and done by as competent men as Edgar 
A. Poe. But the most important result of the 
discussion is a note from Mr. Macready, the 
tragedian, part of which’ vre subjoin: 

I tbink the following fantastic poem (a copy 
of w hich I inclose), written by tiie poet whilst 
experimenting toward the production of that 
wonderful and beautiful piece of mechanism 
(the Raven), may possibly interest your numer- 
ous readers. “The Fire Fiend" (the title of the 
poem I inclose) Mr. Poe considered incomplete, 
and threw it aside in disgust. Some months af- 
terwards, finding it amongst his papers, he sent 
it in a letter to a friend, labelled facetiously, 
“to be read by firelight at midnight, after thirty 
drops of laudanum.” I was intimately ac- 
quainted with the mother-in law of Poe, and 
have frequently conversed with her respecting 
“The Raven,” and she assured me that he had 
the idea in his mind for some years, and used 
frequently to repeat verses of it "to her, and ask 
her opinion of them frequently, making the al- 
terations and improvements according to the 
mood he chanced to be in at the time. 

.There are, certainly, remarkable discrepan- 
cies between this account and that which Poe 
has himself given to the world in one of the 
most famous of his critical essays. 

The poem which Mr. Macready transmitted to 
the Morning Star is very long, and contains 
tnucli which is terrible, ghastly, and too horri- 
ble forprint. Its author probably never designed 
that it should see the light. We give below the 
beet stanzas, and the reader will not be slow to 
discover the presence of that same weird, won- 
derfully musical, sensuous harmony which has 
made this singular anil erratic genius the head 
of a distinct school of literature: 

“THE F1RE FIEND -A NIGHTMARE. 



“Iu the deepest death of miduight, white the sad aud 
solemn swell 

Still wi's floating, faintly echoed from the forwt chapel 
loll- 

Falnfly, fultcringly floating o’er the sable ware* of air 

That wore thro’ the midnight rolling, clufed and billowy 
with the tolling- 

in my clinmber 1 lay di coming by tlio firelight's Gtful 
gleaming, 

And my dreams wore dreams foreshadowed ou a heurt 
foredoomed to care. 



“On tho red hearth's reddest contre, from a blazing 
knot ol oak. 

Seemed to gibe aud grin Ibis phantom, when ia terror I 
awoke; 

Ar.d my slumberous eyelid* straining, u* I staggered to 
the floor;

Ernest Kiss— One of the most distinguished 
of the Hungarian Generals who were taken pris- 
oners and executed by tiie Austrians had the sin- 
gular name of Ernest Kiss. lie was a wealthy 
proprietor, owning 23 villages, and was a man of 
excessive persons! elegance as well as of chi- 
valric courage. lie regularly sent his linen all 
the wav from Hungary to Paris to be washed 
and was, in similar respects, a D'Orsay as well 
as a Bav ard. HLscoolncss iu danger was remark- 
aide: and it is told of him that one day within 
reach of an Austrian battery, making an ob- 
servation, he ordered his servant to bring him a 
cup oi chocolate. A shot took it from his hand 
and killed his horse. "Clumsy rascals, ” said 
Kiss, “they have upset my breakfast," When 
taken out with three others to bo shot, he wa a 
superbly dressed. The order was given to fire, 
and ids companions fell, while he stood un- 
touched. “You have forgotten me,” said Kiss, 
in his usual tone of voice. The Corporal of the 
platoon stepped up and fired, and tiie ball 
striking him on the forehead, he fell dead with- 
out a struggle. 

In Paris there are at this moment no fewer 
than 00,000 men who have no other creed of 
religion than that of spiriliettm, and it is really 
sad to witness the rapid diffusion of a faith built 
on such senseless tenets. It has its croyanls, its 
priests, its altars. Ac., as well as its papers, 
reviews, publications of all sorts, editors and 
booksellers of its own, such as M. Ledoyeu, 
Galeric d'Orleans, Palais Royal.

Scc.AR ON THE Hi MAN SvsrEll.— Wc quoted, 
some days since, an article from Hall’s Journal 
of Health, recommending the use of sugared 
candies, Ac., as a dessert, when fruits could not 
be obtained. The Scientific American says Dr. 
Champouilion communicated tiie result of his 
observations on the effects of the excessive use 
of sugar on the system. So far back as the year 
18 * 16 , the author undertook a scries of experi- 
ments on himself, in order to supply the Minis- 
ter of War with information as to the possibility 
of replacing salt by sugar in the preparation of 
tiie preserved meats destined for the use of the 
army during a campaign. In accordance with 
his Instructions, M. Champouilion strictly con- 
fined himself to the diet which may be accl- 
I dentally enforced on the garrison of a besieged 
, city by tiie hardships of war, and for several 
, days in succession lived on the following ra- 
; tions: Sixteen ounces of beef preserved in sugar, 
and four ounces of biscuit; water was his only 
beverage. Various phenomena supervened in 
the following order: thirst, sinking at the 
stomach, distaste for food, nansea, acid regurgi- 
tation, epigastric pain, diarrhoea, prostration, 
and syncope. 

“I carefully watched these symptoms,” says 
XL Champouilion, “and the loss of appetite and 
nausea indubitably proceeded from the absence 
of variety in my diet; whereas, the thirst, heart- 
burn, epigastric pain, and diarrhoea were dear- 
ly referable to the difficulty of digesting canc 
sugar. In proportion to the impression pro- 
duced by this substance on the organs of taste, 
it clogs the palate and destroys natural appetite. 
This excessive indulgence in sirups, sweet- 
meats, paste 0 , a nd highly-sweetened diet-drinks 
brings on distaste for food, and annihilates 
the digestive powers, especially in case of pul- 
monary consumption.” After expatiating on 
the transformation of cane sugar into glucose, in 
consequence of its contact with the acids con- 
tained in the gastric juice, and on the injury 
caused by the increased activity imparted to the 
functions of the stomach by frequent repetition 
of the process, M. Champouilion showed that, 
in addition to the inflammatory congestion thus 
occasioned, glucose powerfully contributed to 
the establishment of a plethoric condition of the 
system, and that the prevalent opinion that the 
excessive use of sugar tends to cause pulmonary 
irritation and a disposition to atrophy is but too 
well justified by facts. In support of this view, 
the author adduced two interesting cases — one 
of apoplexy, the other of hicmoptysb, in which 
the agency of this cause was distinctly evident. 

“I have often remarked,” said he, "in thirty- 
three \ cars’ experience of tubercular disease, 
that the cough, hectic fever, and night-sweats 
are increased by the fondness of the patients for 
sweet substances. I conceive this to be the 
natural consequence of the combustion of the 
glucose in the system, a phenomenon which 
necessarily implies the production of water, 
carbonic acid, and heat. It is a well-known 
fact that three and a half ounces of sugar con- 
sumed in the human body evolve an amount of 
heat equivalent to what might be produced by 
the combustion of thirty-two grains of charcoal. 
X1XI. Favrot and Sliberman have skown that fif- 
teen grains of charcoal are sufficient to impart 
one degree (cent.) of heat, to eight kilogrammes, 
or sixteen pounds of water. ' If the capacity of 
the human body for caloric is the same as that 
of water, three ounces and a half of sugar will, 
in a subject weighing seventy-five kilogrammes 
{V‘A st.), raise during their combustion the 
temperature of the body four degrees and a 
half, centigrade.” 

The Scientific American says the practical 
conclusion of this paper is, that it is desirable to 
re luce within as narrow limits as possible the 
consumption of sugar, especially in cases of 
tuberculosis; and to replace that substance by 
honey, or a decoction of licorice.
